G.S.R. 630.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the 
Constitution, the President hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules regulating the method of recruitment 
to the post of Joint Director (Data Processing) 
in the Office of the Registrar General, India and 
ex-officio Census Commissioner for India, name¬ 
ly 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the office of the Registrar 
General, India and ex-officio Census Commis¬ 
sioner for India [Joint Director (Data Process¬ 
ing)] Recruitment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their pubUcation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay.— 
The number of the said post, its classification and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as, speci¬ 
fied in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tions, etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the 
said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 
of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualification.—^No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contractea a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has enter¬ 
ed into or contracted a marriage with 
any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, 
if satisfied that such marriage is per¬ 
missible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt that 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—^Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient 
so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be re¬ 
corded in writing, and in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other 
concessions to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S>R. 636_The following draft certain rules 

further to amend the .Aircraft Rules, 1937, which 
the Central Government propose to make in exer¬ 
cise of ffie powers conferred by section 5 of the 
Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), is hereby 
published as required under section 14 of the said 
Act for information of all persons hkely to be 
affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the 
said draft rules will be taken mto consideration 
after three months from the date of publication of 
this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objection of suggestion which may be 
received from any persons with respect to the said 
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draft rules before the expiry of period so specified 
will be considered by the Central Govemment. 

DRAFT RULES 

1, These rules may be called Aircraft (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1983. 

2, In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, (hereinafter 
referred to as said rules),— 

(i) In rule 26, for sub-rule (2), the following 
sub-rules shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(2) No person shall, except in an emer¬ 
gency descend by means of a 
parachute or otherwise from an 
aircraft in flight unless the descent is 
made in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions contained in Schedule XIII and 
Subject to the conditions or limitations 
contained therein. 

(3) No person shall (drop or cause or 
permit to be dropped from an aircraft 
m flight any article whether attached 
to a parachute or not unless the arti¬ 
cle is dropped in accordance with and 
subject to any conditions or limitations 
contained in a general or special order 
of the Central Government in writing 
in that behalf ■. 

Provided that a Parachute Training Organisatioji 
may drop or cause to be dropped a wind drift 
indicator from the jump aircraft over a dropping 
zone”. 

(ii) After Schedule XII, the following 
Schedule shall be inserted namely :— 

SCHEDULE XIII 
(See sub-rule 2 of rule 26) 

Detailed conditions or limitations applicable 
to descents by parachutes. 

Section 1—Interpretation 

For tlie purpose of this Schedule, unless the 
context otherwise requires, the terms 
undermentioned shall have the following 
meaning :— 

Air Traffic Services Unit : A generic term mean¬ 
ing variously Air Traffic Control Unit. Flight 
Information Centre or Air Traffic Services Report¬ 
ing Office. 

Area : Includes the overlying airspace to the 
specified height. 

Dropping zone : A pre-determined area into 
which parachute descent is made. 

Dropping zone and safety officer ; An 
experienced parachutist who is responsible for 
safety and conduct of parachute operation at the 
dropping zone. 


Jump aircraft: An aircraft from which para¬ 
chute' descent is made. 

parachute : A device capable to retard the 
rate of free fall of a body through the air or to 
bring a person conversent with its use to the sur¬ 
face under a controlled rate of descent when dep¬ 
loyed. 

Parachute descent : Descent of a person to the 
surface of the earth from an aircraft in flight when 
he uses or intends to use a parachute during all 
or part of (hat descent. 

Parachute descent zone : A restricted area desi¬ 
gnated for the purpose of conducting parachute 
operations within it, 

Parachute instructor : A person employed as 
such by a parachute training organisation. 

Parachute training organisation : A registered 
body of persons constituted for the purpose of 
imparting systematic education, instructions and 
training in parachute operation to its members and 
affiliated to Aero Club of India. 

Registered : Means registered under the Socie¬ 
ties Registration Act, 1860 (21 of 1860) or the 
Companies Act 1956 (I of 1956). 

Section 2—Applicabihty 

2.1 This schedule prescribes rules governing 
descent by parachute from an aircraft registered 
in accordance with the provision contained in 
Part IV of the said Rules and in or into airspace 
in which the provisions of Air Traffic Services is 
the responsibility of the Civil Aviation Depart¬ 
ment. 

2.2 These rules constitute an authority for 
parachute descents made in accordance with the 
provisions hereinafter contained. In all other cases 
a .specific authorisation in writing from the Direc¬ 
tor General of Civil Aviation is necessary before 
commending parachute descents. 

Section 3—Parachute operations 

This part specifies general operating require¬ 
ments for the conduct of parachute descents. 

3.1 The pilot-iii'Comniand of the jump aircraft 
.shall hold at least a Commercial Pilot’s Licence 
endorsed for that type of aircraft. 

3.2 The pilot-in-command of the jump aimraft 
and each parachutist shall satisfy themselves that; 

(a) there is no risk of any part of the air¬ 

craft becoming fouled by the parachu¬ 
tists or their equipment : 

(b) the operation will impose no adverse 
stress on any part of the aircraft struc¬ 
ture ; 
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(c) no loose objects are carried in the aircraft 

which, if dropped, would constitute a 
danger to persons or property on the 
ground ; 

(d) provision is made in the flight manual 
of the aircraft for operation with the 
cabin door open or removed ; and 

(el all approvals or ceitificati'^iis required 
■ under the Aircraft Rules are obtained. 

3.3 A parachutist shall either be provided with 
a seat of an approved type in the jump aircraft 
or he shall be provided with a position in the air¬ 
craft where he can be safely seated and he shall 
occupy this position duiing take off and landing 
flight at a height less than 2500 feet above terrain 
and in turbulent weather conditions in flight. 

3.4 A parachute instructor shall accompany a 
trainee parachutist in the aircraft for at least the 
first 8 descent, out of which at least 3 shall be free 
fall descents. 

3.5 A parachutist shall not occupy a control seat 
or position in aji aircraft fitted with dual control 
positions. 

3.6 A parachute descent shall not be made from 
an aircraft on any flight on which passengers other 
than parachutists are carried. 

3.7 The pilot-ill-command of the aircraft shall 
not allow any person to observe parachute descents 
from that aircraft unless it is a part of that person’s 
parachute training. 

3.8 A parachutist shall not carry anytliing dur¬ 
ing a parachute descent unless it is secured to his 
person. 

3.9 The aircraft shall be operated in Visual 
meteorological conditions only and in compliance 
with Visual Flight Rules as laid down in Schedule 
IV to the said rules. 

3.10 A parachute descent shall not be commen¬ 
ced unless,^ 

(a) the meteorological conditions are such 
that dropping zone is clearly visible to 
each parachutist ; 

(b) the parachutist is able to maintain at all 
times during the descent, a distance 
from cloud that is not less than 500 ft. 
(150 mts.) vertically and 2000 ft. (600 
mts) horizontally ; 

(c) the wind speed at ground level is below 

20 knots ; 

(d) all operational aspects of the proposed 
descent have been agreed to between the 
pilot-in-command and the parachutist ; 


(e) a dropping zone safety officer is present 
at the dropping zone and an efficient sys¬ 
tem has been established to permit the 
exchange of signals between him and 
the parachute dcspatcher in the aircraft ; 
and 

(f) the suitability of the jump aircraft in the 
jumping configuration shall have been 
ascertained prior to its use as such. 

3.11 No person making a parachute descent 
from an aircraft shall have taken or used any al¬ 
coholic drink, sedative, narcotic or stimulant drug 
or preparation within 13 hours of making such 
descent and no person shall while on board the 
jump-aircraft be in a stale in which his faculties 
are affected in any way contrary to safety by rea¬ 
son of his having taken or used any alcoholic 
drink, sedative, narcotic or stimulant drug or pre¬ 
paration. 


Section 4—Operating rules-airspacc re'’*rictions 

This part prescribes operating rules governing 
~ parachute descents with regard to restrictirms on 
the use of airspace. 


4.1 To facilitate uninterrupled conduct of para¬ 
chute operations by the members of a parachute 
training organisation and to safeguard the safety 
of other air traffic in the area, Director General 
may, on an application in writing made in the 
manner and form prescribed by him, notify any 
area to be a parachute descent zone. 

4.2 Director General of Civil Aviation may 
abolish, modify or shift a parachute descent zone 
as notified in 4.1 if deemed expedient and neces¬ 
sary to do so due to operational or safety reasons. 

4.3 Within a parachute descent zone, parachute 
operations may be conducted without any notice 
or reference to any authority. 

4.4 Parachute descents over or onto aerodromes. 

4,4.1 Over or onto an uncontrolled aerodrome. 

No person shall make a parachute descent over 
or ont(f an aerodrome that does not have a func¬ 
tioning Control Tower unless prior approval has 
been given by the Director General of Civil Avia¬ 
tion (ui an application in writing made in a manner 
and from that may be prescribed, 

^■4-^ Over or onto a controlled aerodrome 
having no established control zone around it. 

No person shall make a parachute descent over 
or onto an aerodrome having a functioning control 
tower wnhoul or in violation of the terms of a 
permcssion in writing of the officer-in-charge of 
the aerodrome, “ 


parachute descents in or onto a controlled 
airspace or an Air Transport Services route. 
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4.5.1 No person shall make a parachute descent 
in or onto a controlled airspace or a Air transport 
service route without or in violation of the terms 
of an authorisation by the air transport service 
Unit having jurisdiction over that airspace. 

4.5.2 Each request for an authorisation under 

4.5.1 above shall be submitted to the concerned 
air transport service Unit at least 4 days in ad¬ 
vance and must include the information preset i- 
bed. 

4.6 Parachute descents in or into other air¬ 
space. 

4.6.1 No person shall make a parachute descent 
in or into airspace other than that specified herein 
before in tliis Section, unless that Air Transport 
Service Unit having jurisdiction over that airspace 
is notified at least 14 days before the date of des¬ 
cent and the notice contains the information pres¬ 
cribed in 4.8. 

4.6.2 Notwithstanding anything contained in 

4.6.1 above an Air Transport Service Unit may 
accept from a parachute training organisation a 
notice of a scheduled series of descents to be made 
over a stated period of time not exceeding 12 
calendar months at a time. 

4.6.3 An Air Transport Service unit may accept 
the notices received under 4.6.2 above under such 
terms and conditions as may be specified and may 
revoke the acceptance of the notice for operational 
reasons or for any violation of the terms and 
conditions .specified by it. 

4.7 Parachute descents over or into congested 
areas or open air assembly of persons. 

4.7.1 No persons shall make a parachute descent 
over or into a congested area of a ciiy, town or 
settlement or open air assembly of persons unless a 
certificate of authori/.ation for that descent has 
been issued by the Director General of Civil Avia¬ 
tion. 

However, a paiachutist may drift over that con¬ 
gested area or open air assembly with a fullj^ dep¬ 
loyed and properly functioning parachute if he 
is at a sufficient height to avoid creating a hazard 
to persons and property on the surface. 

4.7.2 An application for a certificate of autho¬ 
rization under section 4.7.1 shall be made in a 
form and manner prescribed by the Director Gene¬ 
ral of Civil Aviation at least 10 days before the 
day of the descent. 

4.8 A person requesting an authorization under 

4.5.1 or 4.7.1 nr submitting a notice under sec¬ 
tion 4.6.1 of this section shall furnish the follow¬ 
ing information namely :— 


[Part ll—S ec. 3{i)] 


1. the date and time the pamchute descent 

shall begin and end ; 

2. the size oi the parachute descent zone 

area expressed in nautical miles radius 
around the centre of the dropping zone 
and the localioii of the dropping zone ; 

3. the name of the nearest city, town or 

settlement marked on the appropriate 
survey of India map or aeronautical 
chart ; 

4. the maximoim height above the surface 

at which descent will take place ; 

5. the name, address and telephone number, 

if any, of the person requesting the 
authorization or giving notice : 

6. the identification (registration mai'kin.g and 

type) of the jump aircraft > 

7. the radio frequencies if any, available in 

the aircraft. 

4.9 The Director General of Civil Aviation or 
any person authorised by him in this behalf by a 
general or special order may inspect any para¬ 
chute descent operations to determine compliance 
with regulations of this Schedule. 

Section 5—Equipment 

The Parachute canopy shall be of orange or 
ora^nge and white colour design of alternating 
strips or square of prominent size so as to make 
it conspicuous to other parachutists and pilots of 
other aircraft.

13. Fertilizers.
